The Awful Rain Which Fell Satur- 


day in Pennsylvania. 


Butler and Petrolia Suddenly Con- 
verted into a Watery Waste. 


‘Shocks ef Wheat Deposited in the 


Branchés of Trees. 


A Miraculously Small Number of Lives 
Lost--Damage, 8500, 000.

THE GREAT FLOODS. 
Special Dtapatch te The Tribune. 

Prrrsnure, Pa., July 27.—Detaile of the rain- 
storm of Saturday forenoon sbow that the joss 
is much greater than stated in the earlier re- 
ports. In this vicinity the damage is estimated 
at $100,000. The railroad tracks, which were 
badly washed in many places, were cleared of 
22 y and business resumed. 
Sixty lumber-raftsin the Allegheny River were 
torn from their moorings this afternoon, and 
broken to vieces by coming in contact with the 
bridges. Both rivers are rising rapidly. 

At Butler the flood was the greatest ever 
known there. Bear Creek rose twelve feet 
in less than two hours, inundating a 
very large portion of the country. The damage 
to the Parker, Karns City & Butler Railroad is 
estimated at $50,000. Several houses along the 
creek were washed away. One of them con- 
tained two children, who were drowned. The 
lower part of the Pennsylvania Railroad depot 
in Butler was flooded, doing considerable dam- 
age to freight stored therein. Several railroad 
bridges were washed away, which will retard 
business for several days. 

Along the Pittsburg, New Castle & Lake 
Erie Railroad (narrow gauge), in Butler County, 
the damage was immense. Breakneck Creek 
was swollen to the size of a large river, sweep- 
ing away 800 feet of the road, houses, fences, 
trees, and live stock. 

The wheat harvest had just been finished, and 
the shocks which had been left standing in the 
field were carried away by the torrent and de- 
posited, many of them, in the branches of trees 
twelve and fifteen feet from the ground, 

Two streets in Petrolia, also in Butler Coun- 
ty, were flooded to the depth of several feet. 
The Oil Exchange and Post-Office were badly 
damaged. On Bear Creek, in the sub- 
urbs of the town, 
were washed away, nearly all of them 
containing families, Who were saved with great 
difficulty. The scene at this point was very ex- 
citing. Hundreds of people were compelled to 
make to tle highlands, a distance of several 
hundred yards. Mothers with infants in their 
arms, men with clothing or articles of furniture 
on their backs, children of both sexes and nearly 
all ages, all struggling through the raging tor- 
rent to reach a place of safety, presented a scene 
seldom witnessed. Strange to say, of this 
struggling mass of humanity, only two small 
children were drowned. 

The total loss by the flood is now estimated at 


$500, 000.

in svrrounding villages and country. 
The prinetpal damage here was in the washing- 
out of the streets and sidewalks. 

Thestorm througbout the lower oil country was 
very damaging. The oil-towns of Petrolia and 
Karns suffered terrible. Twenty-five bouses in 
the former place were swept away and destroy- 
ed, and the line of railroad between Parker and 
Karns City was submerged, bridges washed out, 
culverte destroyed, and the road rained in many 
places. The people of that section in many in- 
stances barely escaped with their lives. 

The rainfall up the Monongahela Valley and 
along the line of the Baltimore & Ohio Rail- 
road, which skirts the Youghiogheny, was the 
heaviest known for years. Houses, fences, out- 
buildings, lumber, and other property were 
swept away, and many of the coal mines flood- 
ed. The miners in some of them narrowly es- 
caped drowning. At Schroder’s mine, near 
Elizabeth, the men waded out through water to 
their chins. 

Nearly all the railroad lines centering here, 
with the exception of the Pennsylvania Ventral, 
report more or less damage and consequent 
delay to traffic. 

The only kaown loss of life so far reported is 
that of Mrs. Dailey, who was drowned in at- 
tempting to cross a creek near Shanér’s Station, 
on the Baltimore & Obio Road. 

The damage to growing crops has been very 
great, bat any approximation of the sum is de- 
youd computation, . 

At Irwin’s Station the rainfall is reported to 
dave reached seven inches, and the Youghio- 
gheny Brancn Railroad was damaged in several 
places, the force of the water being so great as 
to break the steel rails. al

Duespen, Germany, June B. Ihe most that 
an American traveler wants to see is, 1 think, 
generally tound in Italy: it is truly the land ot 
history, song, and art. At the close of the Car- 
nival of Venice we crossed into Austria, taking 
a sort of birdseye view of Dalmatia, Croatia, 
Carniola; stopping for the wonderful caves and 
grottoes of Adelsberg. and the nice old bogs at 
Gratz; and so over the Alps to Vienna, where 
we were infinitely delighted. Here we also found 
every rumor of the pest more than confirmed, 
and accordingly concluded to have no Russia in 
ours. However, to make amends, we skimmed 
along the border as close as we could, through 
Budapest, Hungary, Moravia, Sflicia, Galicia, 
the Carpathian Mountains, fractions of dismem- 
bered Poland; then. westwardiy into Prussia, 
meking ashort stop at Breslau, the second city 
of the Kingdom, and then here, where we will 
abide and rest; and indeed we find it for this, as 
well as for many other things, the cheapest and 
best place we have found in Europe. 

It is sheer folly for an American to come here 
for scenery. All Nature in our country is fer 
evough beyond this in extent, beauty, and sub- 


limpity. *

LIFE AT GENEVA. 


SpeciM Correspondence of The Tribune. 

Lake Ganeva, Wis., July 26.—The spirit of 
improvemeut seems to have fairly taken a firm 
hold of our people and is being manifest in 
various ways. A peat, miniature park has re- 
ceatly been laid out in front of the Whiting 
House, and the landscane gardener, W. Anson 
Barnes, has now a force of men engaged 
in completing. a small pubiic park at 
the foot of Broad street at the lake 
shore,- near the steamboat landing. These 
needed improvements add much to the land- 
scape at the village. A number of new resi- 
dences are being erected this season, which wili 
compare favorabiy with any in the eountry, and 
with the maoy elegant structures already here. 
The most noticeable is that of Mr. L. Z. Leiter, 
of Chicago, which is situated. upon the shore of 
Geneva Bay, and will eost upwards of $100,000. 
Brick are used in the construction, and the walls 
are Well up, showing its massive proportions. 
A large force of men is engaged upon the 
building, 

A number of new cottages have been erected 
at Elgin Camp this season, among them being 
by Dr. E. A. Kilbourne, Superintendent ot the 
Elgin Insane Asylum; A. B. Church, W. W. 
Sherwin, Hunter & Wilcox, O. P. Chisholm, D. 
H. Butler. Improvements have also been made 
at all the other parks and camps, a fine new 
public cottage at Camp Collie, additions at 
Marengo Park, alterations and ornamentation 
at Kayes’ Park, South Park, Porter’s Park. The 
entire vaiue of the improvements now in proc- 
ess of comoletion about the lake aggregates 
not less than $200,000, giving employment to the 
entire industrial population in the vicinity, 
causing business to continue good, and maintain- 
ing a boom in affairs generally at Lake Geneva.

A gross misstatement made by Gen. Ewrne 
in his speech in Lancaster has ealled forth a 
vigorous denial from Washington. He as- 
serted that the Democratic policy of economy 
and retrenchment in Government expendi- 
tures had been stubbornly and vehemently 
resisted by the Administration; whereas the 
contrary is true, and Gen. Ewma knows it. 
He knows that by direction of the President 
the heads of Departments have made their 
‘estimates of expenses conform to the re- 
duced appropriations, and that the Demo- 
aratic majority in Congress has invariably 
exceeded these estimates in passing the ap- 

bills. He knows, moreover, that 

in the matter of an economical and pure 
and efficient public service the present Ad- 
ministration is notably irreproachable, and in 
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the Committee in working up an eight-hour | 
strike in Chicago. But for the fact that the 
eight-hour movetnent in this city has just 
received a very serious set-back in the failure 
of the strike of the cabinet-makers, there 
might be some prospect that these agitators 
under pay by the Government would suc- 
ceed in their mission of manufacturing evi- 
dence of “depression.” A general strike 
during the sessions of the Committes would 
be a great help, but there is, fortunately, no 
probability of its occprrence, 
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Memphis had a bed Sunday yesterday, 
with fourteen new cases and nine deaths 
from yellow-fever, but the health authorities 
still keep their courage up, refusing to de- 
clare the disease epidemic until the mortality 
from this cause exceeds that from all others 
combined; while the Howard Association 
take a cheerfal view of the situa- 
tion and prospects, and declare their 
ability to take care of the needy sick with- 
out aid from outside the city. In New Or- 


leans three well-defined cases have occurred, 


one of which is certain to prove fatal, but 
there is no excitement or alarm about it, the 
general belief being still firm there, as well 
as at Memphis, that this is to be an off year 
for Yellow Jack. 

Grief and indignation struggle for the 
mastery in the bosoms of the Chicago So- 
cialists, and for various reasons. First may 
be mentioned the fact that, while the gross 
receipts of their Fourth of July picnic 
amounted to 83,988.83, the expenses 
reached a total of $38,803.67, leaving a 
beggarly balance of $150.16 to show for all 
the trouble and excitement of the occasion. 
The “expenses of the two labor reformers 
who made speeches on that occasion, Messrs. 
Stewart and Macurez, who would feel 
outraged at being called paid agitators,” 
are put in at $125 and $25 respectively, and 
there also occurs the bewildering item of 
8300 for beer forthe Committee! Hardly 
had the meeting recoverd from these painful 
shocks before it was made known in the 
form of specific charges that some of the 
Socialist leaders had received money from 
candidates in the recent Judicial election, 
and, contrary to Communistic principles, 
had wholly failed to ‘“‘ whack up.” There is 
great grief among the rank and file at these 
evidences of corruption, and great indigna- 
tion among those of the leaders who failed 
to be corrupted, and the thing is to be in- 
vestigated by a committee. 


THE PHILOSOPHY OF THE EXODUS. 
Ide great negro exodus about which so much 
has been said is very suggestive, but scarcely 
promises a solution of any of the questions 
which agitate the country. It shows that 
the influence of the Constitution of che 
United States does not extend to Mississippi 
or any of the lately rebellious States. It is a 
dead letter there. For not only is the pre- 
sumption strong that the colored people 
would not leave their old homes, a fertile soil 
and a congenial climate, except upon virtual 
compulsion, but the emigrants assert with- 
out a dissenting voice that they are fleeing 
from oppression and robbery. They insiet 
that they are prohibited by intimi ation, ac- 
tual force, and frand from exercising the 


them by the Constitution of the country, and 
that they are deprived of the proceeds 
of their labor (1) through the exaction of 
exorbitant rentals, and (2) through swin- 
dling prices of supplies, both exiorted by 
rapacious Jandlords. They find themselves 
at the close of the season” in precisely 
the same pecuniary condition they were for- 
merly, under the slavery regime. They sub- 
sist : that is all; the landlord, the former 
owner, has secured every cent of the profiis 
of the laborer. The exodus shows that the 
more enterprising negro will not submit to 
this treatment. Deprived by force or fraud 
of the right to take part in the Government, 
and robbed of the fruits of his labor, he re- 
solves to go where he believes there is pro- 
tection for both. But the negro goes a step 
further in his course of reasoning. He 
finds that the privileges of education are 
practically denied to his race. In most of 
the Southern States the whites prefer to 
suspend the common schools rather than 
consent to the education of the negro’s 
children. And as the negro has surren- 
dered the right to vote he is unable 
to enforce his children’s right to learn, even 
so much as their a, b, o, at the expense of 
the State. He concludes (1) that, robbed of 
his wages, he must remain a pauper, and (2) 
that his children will grow up in ignorance, 
aud consequently become citizens only in 
name, as helpless as himself. Reflecting 
upon the history of his race in this country, 
—250 years of horrible servitude,—and look- 
ing forward to a future of enforced ignorance 
and consequent degradation for his children, 
he bravely resolves to beg or borrow his way 
to the land of schools and equal rights. 
There is immense promise for the future of 
the colored race in this simple resolution of 
‘the poor, persecuted negro. He realizes that, 
notwithstanding his people are in the major- 
ity in certain States, they have neither the 
intelligence nor the force of will to 
conquer their rights from the minority; 
and he comprehends the fact that 
this tyrannous minority deliberately 
calculates upon its present advantage as the 
means of holding not only him, but his 
children, in a degrading vassalage. But, 
while this shows the rapid growth in intelli- 
gence of aclass of the race, it promises no 
amelioration of the condition of the colored 
masses. The most energetic, the most in- 
telligent, the most thrifty will leave the 
South, but the bulk of the colored people 
will remain. Deprived of leaders, they will 
be deprived of both the will and the power 
to assert their rights; and, crushed under 
the heel of a despotism all the more cruel 
and relentless because it is entirely without 
the sanction of law, they will air k still lower 
in the scale of humanity, and doubtless be- 
come more desperate and consequently 
more brutal. A decline in the in- 
tellectual and moral condition of a people 
whence a large and constant emigration 
flows is inevitable. Ireland is the most con- 
spicuous illustration of this fact. But no 
matter how grievous the burdens of a peo- 
ple may be, they cannot be entirely deported. 
The most courageous and the most enter- 
prising emigrate, leaving the most feeble 
behind, less disposed and less able\to assert 
their rights and extricate themselves from 
the difficulties by which they are surrounded, 
and from which their fellows have escaped 
only by a supreme effort of the will. Gen. 
Grant, when in England, felicitated himself 
upon the fact that he had had the honor, as 
President of the United States, to represent 
more Irishmen and descendants of Irishmen 
than are ruled by Queen Vioronta. But 
though the population of Ireland slowly de- 
creases, the Queen still has four and a half 


civil and political rights conferred upon. 


the exodus most inevitably be to 
render those who are left behind 
more helpless, more miserable. We are 
therefore confronted with the grim necessity 
of enforcing the laws of the United States. 
The Constitution declares that The citi- 
zeng of each State shall be entitled to all 
privileges and immunities of citizens in the 


‘several States.” Sooner or later this clause 


of the Constitution must be executed both in 
letter and iu spirit. All thoyght of evading 
its enforcement by allowing negroes to run 
away from oppression must be abandoned, 
or the old disgrace and shame of slavery will 
be supplemented by the disgrace and shame 
of the open and undisgujsed violation by the 
people of entire States of the fundamental 
law of the land. 

TAKING JUDGMENT WITHOUT TRIAL. 

Mr. Henprick B. Waicut, a member of 
Congress ffom Pennsylvania, had himself 
appointed Chairman of a perambulating com- 
mittee to inquire into and investigate the 
causes of the alleged and assumed business 
depression and stagnation throughout the 
land. In the course of the investigation 
this itinerant body has reached Chicago. 
With an arrogance and an impudence per- 
fectly characteristic, this investigator 
rushed off on Saturday night to a Commu- 
nist-fiat-trades-union meeting, and in an 
elaborate harangue announced that he knew 
all about the matter; that it was useless to 
investigate as to the causes, because he al- 
ready kuew what those causes were; that he 
has always known them, and that it is su- 


advisable, because he had already in Con- 
gress proposed the remedies, and intended 
to renew his bills. 

This is the gentleman who got up this In- 
vestigating Committee. He had this Commit- 
tee appointed to inquire at a cost of thou- 
sands of dollars for traveling and hotet bills, 
reporting and printing, and he now has 
the unblushing impudence to declare that, 
even before he has heard a word of evidence, 
his mind is made up, not only asto the 
cause, but the remedy, and this remedy 
is his own quack nostrum, on which he has 
been trying to catch some cheap notoriety. 
An impartial judge is he to investigate and 
report results. 0 

Right here, at the very threshold of the 
inquiry as to the causes of business stag- 
nation,” they are met by the visible, striking, 
and overwhelming evidence that there is no 
such stagnation; that whatever depression 
there may have been in the past, whatever 
idle men and closed workshops there were 
in the years gone by, nothing of the kind 
now exists. The Committee is met by the 
fact that there is scarcely a mechanic or 
laborer in all Chicago, willing to work, who 
cannot find employment at wages, measured 
by purchasing power, more remunerative than 
have been paid for tlre last ten years. And 
Mr. Waieut, in his harangue at the Satur- 
day night Fiat and Communist meeting, felt 
the force of this fact in opposition to his 
scheme of subsidies, and he avoided it by 
declaring that “‘the present prosperity of 
Chicago was oniy spasmodic.” He seems to 
regret that busimess is not stagnant, and 
wishes that labor were unemployed, and 
that destitution and starvation existed here, 
in order that he might prescribe his quack 
nostrum of Government bounties for poor 
men” and unlimited issues of irredeemable 
scrip for the public. 

If this Committee have had their eyes and 
ears open they must have observed how gen- 
eral is the ‘‘spasm of prosperity from the 
Atlantic coast to this city. All New England, 
New York, and New Jersey resounds with 
the hum of busy industry; the miner’s pick 
and shovel are employed day and night in 
the bowels of Pennsylvania, while the fur- 
naces and the forges, the mills and the work- 
shops have not been so busy in the memory 
of man; all over Ohio, and Indiana, and 
Michigan the miner and the furnace-man, 
the salt-maker and lumberman, the me- 
chanie and the laborer, were never in more 
demand, commanding wages proportionate 
tothe value of the goods produced. What 
this Committee see and find in Chicago is 
but what is going on all over the Northwest. 
Wisconsin, Minnesota, Iowa, Nebraska, 
Kansas, Colorado, Dakota,—the whole 
country is teeming with vast production, the 
result of employed and compensated labor. 
Every mill is running by day and by night. 
Furnaces and rolling-mills are under contract 
for months ahead; every city and town is 
engaged in active industry; every car on 
every railroad, every steamer, barge, sailing 
vessel, and canal-boat is loaded to its capaci- 
ty; every warehouse is filled; every dwel- 
ling occupied ; no willing hand of industry 
need be idle; the whole people when they 
work are peaceful and prosperous, undisturb- 
ed save by the croaking of the professional 
demagogue, who advocates poverty and pau- 
perism while passing his hat for pennies to 
pay his expenses.” 


THE PANAMA SHIP-CANAL VS. COLFAX. 

We would be disposed to let the ex-Vice- 
President have the last word in regard to the 
Panama Canal, but the basis of his objection 
to the great work is so singular that we are 
constrained to remark upon it. He says in 
his recent letter to Taz Trieunz: 

The ‘direct route—the air-line route—for com- 
merce between Europe and Asia, is, therefore, 
over our own soil. Very soon, three tines of con- 
tinental railroads, instead of one as now, will com- 
pete for this vast and increasing trade, as three 
great railroads now compete for business between 
Chicago and New York. Why our Nation—least of 
all others, why Chicago—should wish to bare 
opened, under foreign auspices and management, 
and on foreign soil, a rival route by water for this 
great commerce between Asia and Europe, puzzles 
me. 

In the first place, the three transcontinental 
lines will not start in Chicago, nor terminate 
in San Francisco. The Northern Pacific, 
commencing at Duluth, will reach the Pacific 
Coast as far from San Francisco as Savannah 
is from New York; and the Southern Pacific, 
beginning at New Orleans and Vicksburg, 
will reach the Pacific Coast at San Diego, 
which is as distant from San Francisco as 
Charleston is from New York. Those lines 


will do as all other roads; they will “pool” | 


their rates on all competing business, and at 
non-competing points skin the public as 
much as they please, where Granger laws do 
not interfere to prevent them. . 
What regulates and modifies the rates of 
the three trunk lines between Chicago and 
New York is the water-way competition, We 
had supposed the ex-Vice-President Was 
aware of this fact. Everybody else knows 
it, includirg the Railroad Companies. The 
Panama Ship-Canal will introduce a similar 
competition, which will force down the un- 
conscionable exactions of Jay Goto & Co. 
on the Government-built transcontinental 
lines. It is only water-competition that 
induces railways to charge fair and reasona- 
ble rates. It is the competition afforded by 
the Mississippi River from North to South, 
and the chain of Lakes, St. Lawrence River, 
the Erie Canal, and the Hudson River, from 
East to West, that prevents the railroads 
from doubling their freight-charges from 
Chicago to New York, and robbing the pro- 


ducers of the West, This water-competition 
is worth millions a year to the people 
of Iudiaua, and, in fact, makes life eudura- 
ble, and enables them to obtain a fair 
portion of the fruits of theirtoil. When the 
Paxama Ship-Canval is opened, the reduction 
of freights and fares that will, perforce, fol- 
low on the Union and Central Pacific Roads, 
will enormously increase the volume of busi- 
ness between the Mississippi Valley and the 
Pagific Coast. The present little arrange- 
ment of giving $70,000 a month to the 
Panama Steamship Companies to bribe them 
not to carry freights cheaper than the rail- 
way monopoly rates, will come to an end. 
Roads that can afford to pay rivals $70,000 
a month to keep up rates toa cut-throat 
scale can also afford to carry freight con- 
siderably cheaper than they are doing. 

It costs Chicago manufacturers and busi- 
ness-men more to send goods to San Fran- 
cisco by transcontinental rail than by water 
to New York, and thence round Cape Horn 
by ship to San Francisco,—the total distance 
six or eight times greater than by the direct 
route overland. 

The charges of the Union Pacific Com- 
pany from Council Bluffs to Ogden, on a 
road that was built by public money, are 
deeply injurious to the interests of the coun- 
try, and tothe development of the Territo- 
ries which it travertes. Chicago suffers a 
loss of millions of trade by reason of the ex- 
cessive freight-rates on the cofitinental rail- 
ways.” Congress has done nothing to re- 
lieve the country from this iucubus. It has 


; not fixed rates of fare and freight, as it has 
perfluous to inquire as to what remedy was 


a legal right to do; it has not cut down the 
charges one-half, as it ought to do; it has neg- 
lected its duty and let the people be skinned. 
The only reliable regulator of transconti- 
nental freight-rates is the Panama Ship-Ca- 
nal, free to all competitors. That will put 
down, and keep down, extortionate rates, as 
the water-ways have done for the charges of 
the four trunk lines from Chicago to New 
York, Philadelphia, and Baltimore,

RAILROADING IN AFRICA. 
« The Engineer in Chief of ponts et 


chaussees in France has proposed a scheme 
for uniting Algeria with the Soudan by a 
railroad, and his pldn not only excites inter- 
est, but is regarded as quite practicable. 
Our own success in building railroads across 
the continent, through unsettled country, 
and in spite of obstacles heretofore regarded 
as insurmountable, have led French engi- 
neers to believe that the difficulties to build- 
ing a railroad presented by the Sahara can 
be more easily overcome than those even 
encountered in building the Union Pacific. 
It is proposed to run the road from the City 
of Algiers to Timbuctoo, a distance of about 
1,500 miles. From Algiers to Laghouat, 
which is one of the most important French 
military stations in Southern Algeria, the 
road would pass through a well-watered 
country, with ample timber in the vicinity 
for its construction. This distance is about 
250 miles, and aithough it would be neces- 
sary to cross the Atlas Mountains between the 
two places, yet it has been ascertained this 
can easily be done. Beyond Laghouat, the 
road would enter the Sahara, and few, if 
any, difficulties are offered by the ground 
between Laghouat and Timbuctoo. The 
greatest obstacles to be encountered in build- 
ing the road through the desert are the great 
heat, the absence of | water, and the shifting 
or moving sands. It is probable that the 
average heat of the Sahara is greater than 
in any other part of the. earth, but it is not 
debilitating, and it is rarely the case that the 
nights are not cool. The question of water 
is far more embarrassing, but actual ex- 
periment in a number of places has shown 
that water can be obtained by sinking wells, 
and that it is not necessary to bore very 
deeply to obtain it. It is proposed to meet 
the difficulty of the moving sand by sheds, 
either of masonry or of timber, constructed 
somewhat similarly to those used on the 
Union Pacific. Claim is made that these 
sand-storms are confined to certain localities, 
and that there is no more difficulty in locat- 
ing the sheds to protect the road from their 
effects than there was in knowing where to 
place the snow-sbeds on the Union Pacific. 

Soudan is the great central belt of Africa 
lying between Senegal and Guinea on the 
west, and the upper and Iately-acquired Nile 
provinces of Egypt on the east. In every 
direction than by the Sahara on the north, 
it may be said to be absolutely inapproach- 
able. Its population is about fifty millions. 
The larger part of its soil is alluvial, and 
probably as fertile as any in the world. Its 
productions are wheat, millet, maize, rice, 
cotton, tobacco, and indigo. Iron ore exists 
in quantity, and the gold found in its 
streams indicates that its mountains are rich 
with this precious metal. The people own 
large herds of cattle, horses, sheep, and 
goats. Its exports comprise gold-dust, gum 
arabic, indigo, ivory, ostrich feathers, and 
skins, which are transported across the 
Sahara by caravans, and about $7,500,000 
worth of these articles annually reach 
Algeria. Much greater amounts are 
sent to Tripoli, _Tunis, and Mo- 
rocco. Few new countries have ever 
offered more brilliant prospects for trade 
than the Soudan, and it is to give French 
commerce the benefit of this that M. Do- 
POUCHEL, the engineer referred to, proposes 
his trans-Saharian railroad. It may be said 
that at this time there is no country not in- 
habited by a civilized people which, for pur- 
poses of traffic, can for a moment be com- 
pared with it. 

The spirit of commercial rivalry between 
European nations is so great that many 
others besides the French are now seeking 
means for gaining trade with Central Africa. 


Germany has an exploring party on the cara- 


van route between Tripoli and Lake Tchad, 

in Eastern Soudan, which is engaged in mak- 
ing observations as to the practicability of a 
railroad between these two points. In En- 
gland a proposition to build a road from some 
point on the eastern coast, near Zanzibar, to 
the region of the Victoria and Albert Nyanza, 
thence in the direction of Lakes Tanganyika 
and Nyassa and the Zambese River, has 
found strong advocates. A Portuguese ex- 
plorer has just crossed successfully the 
southern half of the continent, and brings 
back almost fabulous accounts of 
the trade facilities to be found 
in the section passed over by him. Belgium 
and Italy have exploring parties at work, and 
the American, Staniey, whose successful ex- 
pedition across the centre of the Continent 
may be said to have opened the eyes of the 
world to the importance of the subject, has 


returned to Africa to conduct a new explora- 


tion. 
The French are much in advance of other 
nations in the preliminary information neces- 
sary for their proposed route. It would be 
impossible for M. Dupovcurt to hold the 
position of Engineer-in-Chief of ponts et 
chaussees unless he were one of the best, 
if not the very best, civil engineer in France. 
His plan is based largely on actual observa- 
tion and experiment by himself, and fully 
supplemented by the reliable experience of 


French army officers and other explorers. It 
can, therefore, be regarded practicable, and 
its application will no doubt soon be attempt- 
ed. The scheme is one worthy of a great 
people. If sucesssful, and there ™ no 
reason to doubt that when tried it 
will be, a market almost as profitable as 
that of Asie will be opened to French com- 
merce. The road once built, and as now 
seems probable iu advance of those coutem- 
plated by other nations, there is little doubt 
that French energy and French business 
ventures will monopolize the greater part of 
the trade of Central Africa, the population 
of which is estimated at one hundred millions 
of people. The opportunity presented is a 
great one, and it is not too much to say that 
American pluck, energy, and skill have both 


pointed out its advantages and furnished a 


practical illustration of the proper manner 

to overcome its difficulties. If there had 

been no Sranztey and no Pacific Railroads, 

the prospect of opening Central Africa to 

the commerce of the world would have 

been remote, rather than in the near future, 
seems probable. 


We note that the members of the Boston 
Commercial Exchange have resolved to fol- 
low the example and advice of the New 
York Commercial Exchange in adopting the 
cental system as the basis of trade. On and 
after the Ist of next October they will use the 
cental system in all their transactions, so far 
as is compatible with existing laws; and 
they have resolved to petition the State 
Legislature to make such changes as are 
necessary in the State laws to conform to 
the change agreed upon. 

Chicago has not yet been heard from in 
this matter. The members of our Board of 
Trade have not yet agreed to join in the im- 
provement step, though to do so wouldinvolve 
very little change that is much more than 
nominal. The live-stock and provision inter- 
ests have long since settled down to the 100 
pounds weight as the unit measure on every- 
thing but the barrel of pork and beef. They 
all buy and sell cattle, hogs, lard, and meats 
at so much per 100 pounds, and pay on that 
as the unit of weight in charges for trans- 
portation. Our flour dealers are fast leaving 
the cumbrous barrel saystem, our flour ex- 
porting now being done almost entirely in 
bags or sacks, which are sold at so much per 
100 pounds. Our traders, however, still 
stick to the old conventional bushel in grain, 
seeds, potatoes, etc., though the bushel 
measure has long since been discarded as a 
thing of the past. When aman buys 5,000 
bushels of wheat, he buys 800,000 pounds, 
and has that weight delivered to him, if de- 
livered at all, though it is very well known 
that if the wheat actually weighs more than 
fifty-eight pounds to the measured bushel 
the grain is much above the average in qual- 
ity. The sale of 5,000 bushels of corn 
means the delivery of 286,000 pounds of 
corn, and that number of pounds is passed 
through the weighing apparatus with which 
every elevator is supplied, while not one of 
them has a bushel measure, except as a 
curiosity, Similarly, thirty-two pounds in 
weight have been for years past delivered 
for each ‘*‘ bushel” of oats sold, though it is 
well known that the oats would need to be 
shaken and pressed in order to get thirty 
pounds of them into a bushel measure. We 
migbt illustrate the absurdity further, by 
reference to seeds, potatoes, and salt, but 
that the reductio ad absurdum has gone far 
enough already. 

The grain comes to this city charged with so 
many cents per 100 pounds for transportation 
by rail. It is weighed into the elevator, and 
again weighed out by the house, withont a 
thought of measuring it, and if sent East by 
rail it is again charged (say) 20 cents per 
100 pounds for carrying it to the seaboard. 
But, in order to accommodate those who 
persist in adhering to a technicality, the 
warehouseman makes his clerk go through 
the tedious labor of dividing up the 
total weight of each lot of grain 
by the number of pounds in one artificial 
bushel, and making out a certificate for so 
many bushels and so many odd pounds. In 
the office of the merchant these figures must 
be laboriously gone over, and massed, in 
making up round lots for delivery on con- 
tracts and calculating of storage charges. 
All this extra labor might be avoided if the 
people who buy and sell the grain would 
stop talking about the ‘‘ bushel,” which 
does not exist, and deal in centals, which do 
exist. They would then buy and sell 250 
centals, more or less, in the transfer 
of car-loads, and could buy and sell 
8,000 centals instead of 5,000 bushels, 
these quantities being exact equivalents in 
the case of wheat, and nearly so in corn. 
We may add thatif commission merchants 
should charge twice as much for handling 
the cental as they now charge per bushel, 
they would be slightly gainers by the change. 

There is really no valid reason why the 
reform should not be at once resolved upon, 
except the very unphilosophical one that 
it was adopted here a few years ago 
and soon abandoned, because the people 
of other cities were not then ready to 
do likewise. But they are now ready. Even 
in conservative England they are now buy- 
ing and selling our wheat and corn by the 
100 pounds (not 112 pounds), while at the 
other end of the line San Francisco uses the 
cental exclusively, and all along that line the 
cental is the unit of weight, except at a 
leading point like Chicago. It is true that 
the bushel still rules on the lakes, but balk 
rather than weight is also a consideration 
with ocean-going vessels, and on them freight 
is reckoned to be worth so much per cubic 
foot. We cannot afford to longer refuse to 
float on the ocean wave of progress simply 
because there is only an imperceptible tide 
in Lake Michigan. 

The report of the Committee of experts on 
the new City-Hall building calls for prompt 
and thorough investigation. After pointing 
out a large number of defects in the work- 
manship and material in the building the 
Committee make two serious charges, and 
make both of them with great directness. 
They say: 

Your Committee have good reason to believe that 
all these drawings were in existence prior to the 
letting of the work, and that these modifications 
were made to save expense to the city by cutting 
down the excessive ornamentation. Bat we have 
also equally good reason to assert that these 
changes in the details were not known, or submit- 
ted, to the general contracting public at the time 
of letting, thus compelling bidders to figure on the 
work from the details on the county part, as 
neither the changed details were exhibited, nor 
was any notice given that changes in the work 
were contemprated. As the changes saved many 


thousands of dollars in the work, it is very appa- 
rent that 1utelligent competition was impossible. 

They also charge that the changes in the 
plans have led to various other changes in 
the interest of the stone contractor, and in- 
volving additional cost for brick work, and 
conclude by saying : 

From all the indications and evidences your Com- 
mittee nave had or obtained, it is clear that the 
orders of the Superintendent and the condemna- 
tion of the Inspector are not observed; and, in- 
stead of the Superintendent having been what 


the contract said ne was to be. the director of the 


work. and arviter im all cases of disputé, —it seems 
that some higher power has interfered with his 
work, and changed his plans and countermanded 
hisorders. , 

As these are grave accusations, they call for 
prompt answers. What “higher power” is 
thus referred to, and on what authority is 
this allegation made? It must be easy to 
place responsibility where it belongs, and if 
there have been any improper conduct in 
the matter (which should be proved before 
being believed), let those responsible be 
held to answer. 

Congressman Waicat, in his Communist 
harangue Saturday night, said that All he 
wanted was as much money as was necessary to 
transact the ordinary business of the country 
when it was prosperous.” The business of the 
0 aly very prosperous, and there is 
abundance of money to tr.nsact all its busi- 
ness; and the proof of that fact is, that, 
when money is scarce, interest is high, and, 
when it is abundant for the demand, the 
rates of interest are low. The rates of in- 
terest are now very low compared with for- 
mer periods, and any man with acceptable 
collaterals can borrow all he wants 
at cheap rates. There are plenty 
of lenders at low interest. This state 
of things pervades all parts of the Union 
where white people labor with their own 
hands for a living. In those sections where 
the whites depend upon negroes to support 
them, money is scarce and prosperity feeble, 
and clamors are heard for new emissions of 
greenbacks ; but the trouble with them is, 
they have not got enough to sell; they don’t 
work enough ; they have too many holidays, 
The whites of those sections where money is 
scarce keep seven holidays in the week. No 
possible emission of greenbacks could better 
their condition, as they don’t earn anything 
to give in exchange for them. Those who 
produce something wanted have no trouble in 
finding purchasers with money,—not de- 
preciated shiuplasters, but solid cash, par 


funds. 
— 

It has not escaped observation that the 
persons who are flocking around WMdngr's 
junketing Committee with their nostrums and 
quack remedies for hard times” that don’t 
exist at present, are generally dead-beats, 
bankrupts, and persons loaded up with mort- 
gaged outside real estate not at pres- 
ent needed for improvement, and therefore 
not commanding fancy prices. The idea of 
those involved persons is, that, if Congress 
would stop specie payments and put the 
currency back into irredemption, and would 
then proceed to water it to an indefinite 
amount, public confidence in the currency 
would be shattered and destroyed; that 
it would rapidly depreciate; that the hold- 
ers would try to invest it in apny- 
thing to get rid of it; that unsalable out- 
side” city lots and “acre property” would 
then find purchasers at fancy prices, and the 
existing mortgages could then be paid off 
with this broken-down, depreciated curren- 
ey; and, in that way, a number of persons 
in desperate financial condition might find 
relief. What effect this panic scheme would 
have on the general prosperity, now re- 
established, is something they don’t careany- 
thing about. Their motto is Every man 
for himself, and the d—1 take the hind- 
most.”
